The char­ 
ter provides that the bonds of all city 
officials, save the Mayor, must be ap­ 
proved by the Mayor and the City 
Attorney. 
T o the City Treasurer, in 
conjunction with the City Attorney, 
is left the duty 
of approving the 
Mayor's bond. 
Mayor elect 
Davie 
filed his bond, with George L. Fish 
and C. W. Hunt as sureties. 
The 
bond 
reached 
Mayor Pardee, to­ 
gether with a number of other bonds. 
The Mayor discovered his error, cor­ 
rected it, and turned the bond over 
to City Treasurer Giipin, who now 
has it. 
There was no danger that 
Oakland would be provided with two 
Mayors at one sitting. 
It has de­ 
veloped, however, that the 
charter 
provides no specific 
time for the 
commencement of the term of office 
for Mayor. 
Custom has fixed the 
first Monday in April as the date. 
After the two years' term has expired 
the charter declares that the incum­ 
bent shall hold until the successor 
has been dulv qualified.

The plan of giving in­ 
struction at Berkeley was advocated 
by him in 1887, and the reason why 
it did not prevail was because Presi 
dent Davis did not think the plan 
wise. 


A statement as to the cost of main­ 
taining the 
observatory at Mount 
Hamilton 
compared 
with the ex­ 
penses of keeping up the observa 
tories of Greenwich, Harvard College 
and Paris shows that they 
require 
about $30,000 more annually than 
the I.ick. 


A statement 
covering the work 
done by the department outside 
the 
mere instruction shows that within 
the last seven years 40,000 visitors 
have been received, many lectures 
have been given before general audi­ 
ences, eight books have been 
pub­ 
lished and distributed from the ob­ 
servatory and 750 communications 
have been made to scientific journals 
and magazines.
